Atrocities and Butcheries of the Spanish 
Volunteers. 


WASHINGTON, July 29.—An inter- 
esting letter; relative to the Cuban 
situation, has come to light. A Span- 
ish gentleman went out to Cuba 
several months ago to claim an inheri- 
tance that had been left him, and he 
says that at Nuevitas he learned that 
nine Creoles were going to be presently 
shot. They passed near him with a 
firm step, heads erect and with a look 
of brave determination. When they 
arrived at the fatal -_— they seated 
themselves upon benches already pre- 
pered for them, and at the sound of 

voice of the officer, who gave the 
word to fire, they-cried out, ‘* Hurrah 
for Cuba!’’ “ Hurrah for Cespedes! ”’ 
After they had fallen, the volunteers 
stuck their bayonets into their bodies. 
At Gibra he saw a group of armed 
men marching toward a house of 
modest appearance. Wishing to see 
what was about tobe done he fol- 
lowed the soldiers, who arrived before 
the door, halted, and three of the 
party entered. The latter cried out, 
at this moment, ‘Here’s the 
insurrecto!”’ ‘‘ Here’sthe Mammbi!”: 
*“ What do you wish?” said a young 
man; ‘if it is I for whom you search, 
Iam at your serviee; but do not 
frighten my father and mother.”

THE LITTLE ROCK STOCK, 

It is due to the First National Bank, 
and but justice to ourselves, that we 
should state plainly, precisely and 
exactly the oceasion of difference be- 
tween that institution and the City 
Government. We say it,is due by us 
because we have made publication in 
regard to it which does not as squarely 
and fairly put the matter as it should 
be. It seems (and what we now state 
is upon the best authority) that the 
city some year or so ago promised to 
take up such past due indebtedness 
against her as was held by the Bank, 
by bonds at 65e. This promise, made 
in good faith, was accepted by the 
Bank asa finality, but when the time 
arrived fof the delivery of the bonds 
it was found that the city was not pre- 
pared to fulfill its obligations. Far- 
ther time was asked and granted. On 
the expiration of the extension it was 
found that the city had parted with 
the bonds to E. Brown & Co., Nicol- 
son paving contractors, and therefore 
was again unable to liquidate its obli- 
gations. In this condition the matter 
remained until the recent negotiation 
for a loan of $25,000 was offered, when 
the bank very properly accepted offers 
to receive the Little Rock Railroad 
stock as collateral for that amount, as 
well as for the $87,000 long 
past due, and which city 
should have liquidated months if not 
over a year ago. So far the Bank 
claims to have been treated in bad 
faith, and that it is fully justified in the 
steps it has taken to hold the city to 
its third agreement and .to prevent it, 
as in the two previous instances, from 
Violating obligations which it asserts 
was solemnly pledged by a majority of 
the Finance Committee. This looks 
plausible. With the generally loose 
way of managing city finances in .our 
mind weare inclined to give it cre- 
dence and to regard the Bank as the 
injured party. Still, our mind is not 
changed in any respect as to the im- 
poliey of the city placing its railroad 
stock ina position whence it cannot 
beextricated, so long as it can be hon- 
enstly avoided, nor are we in favor of 
that stock being put in the hands of 
any man or men, for the purpose of 
controlling or directing the affairs of 
that road; and wearestill clearly of the 
opinion that if the stock has to be sold 
it will be proper, just and right, to put 
itup in lots to the highest bidder. 
But every point should be strained be- 
fore so extreme a measure is resorted 
to. We think the Finance Committee 
should hold a meeting at once with a 
view to do justice to the First National 
Bank, and to arrange for the money 
needed on a basis that will embrace, 
perhans the co-operation of that in- 
stitution and Mri 


REMOVING THE CAPITAL... 

Quite a number of Western papers 
are stirring up the question of remov- 
ing the capital from Washington. A 
majority seem to favor St. Louis. 
The New York Tvidéune insists that 
New York is the real commercial and 
intellectual center of the United 
States, and that a removal any where 
else will be only and necessarily tem- 
porary. It nevertheless does willing 
justice to our little neighbor St. Louis, 


and says: 

“St. Louis is a very nice place. [It con- 
tains some estimable old families who 
might teach the Congressmen manners, 
But we fear that the reason why Chicago, 
and Hannibal, and Oshkosh, and Promon- 
tory Station, and the other principal cities 
of the West are so ready to yield ét prece- 
dence in this mati&gr, is that they have no 
fear of its rivalshipin any other. Theo- 
retically, itis all very well to put Con- 
gress out inthe rural districts, and expect 
honorable members to grow in virtue by 
the smell of the cows and the new-mown 
hay, and by contact with a bold peasan- 
try, their country’s pride. Practically, 
however, we know very well that rustic 
simplicity flies the approach of legisla- 
tures, and unless we cain plant them ina 
busy, prosperous, ready-made ¢ity, they 
will soon be surrounded by a bogus me- 
tropolis of dram-shops, gambling hells, 
claim offieea, and boarding-houses. If 
Congress went to St. J,ouis, it would have 
nothing to doin its hours of ease but 
stand on the levee and watch the ship- 
ment of breadstulfs, If it went to Chi- 
cago, its sole amusement would be look- 
ing atthe Lake tunnel and getting di- 
vorced, Cincinnati has no genteel family 
amusements except pork-slaughtering, 
and Oshkosh can only entertain its guests 
with statistics of its own greatness,

The Srokes stock seems to be get- 
ting to a lower ebb in Tennessee than | 
Ile is erying 
out to the Government, ‘‘ Help me 
Cassius or I sink.’? He should know 
something about his own chances in 
the State, and his evident alarm shows 
that in his own opinion he is in a bad 
way.

he Commercial and Financial Chronicle 
eajis attention to the insecyrity of hanks 
and other places of deposit, and in doing 
sd points out that the great prizes of rob- 
bers are bonds, especially those of the 
United States. Government bonds are 
the most easily negotiable, for the issue 
js so large, and the amount stoley so con- 
siderable, that it has become impossible 
for the dealer to keep in view the distinc- 
tive features of bonds advertised as 
atdlen, This, of course, is true only of 
coupon bonds. The registration of the 
bonds ensures that they will only pe paid 
op proper proof of ownérship, so that it is 
always easy to stop the transfer of regis- 
tered bonds. But the amount of these is 
not more th 00,000,000, while there 
573,000,000 bonds in the 
hands of the investers. Hence the 
Chronicle argues there is considerable 
danger ip holding these bonds, which are 
an indu¢ement and a premium to crime, 
Singularly enough, the coupon bonds, 
although so much more insecure, are pur- 
chased more willingly, and: at a higher 
figure, by inyestors, for the regsopn that 
they are mare easily transferred. Byeyy 
one familiar with financial operations 
knows how difficult it is to transfer the 
registered bonds. It is therefore suggest- 
ed that the transfer bonds should he kept 
in New York, that arrangements should 
be made to obviate the negessity of clos- 
ing the transfer books one month before 
the semi-annual payment of interest, and, 
finally, that registered bonds should be 
eonvertible into coupor bonds, It is ar-

No communication, in writing or print, can 
be sent with seeds, roots, cuttings or scions, 
maps,engravings or other matter not printed, 
except upon the separate payment of post- 
age upon each separate matter at the estab- 
lished rates.

A Card from Mr. Superintendent

ELMWoop CEMETERY OFFICE, } 
July 28, 1869. 

Editors Appeal: Now that the poor 
man who was shot at Elmwood Cem- 
etery last Sunday is in his grave, and 
the excitement in some measure has 
subsided, and as my name has been so 

rominently brought before the public 
* the affair, I fe¢l it my duty to lay a 
correct statement before the public. 
When I sent the hastily written cor- 
rections to your article of Monday 
morning, I did not intend it as a card, 
neither did I expect my signature 
would be at the bottom of the piece 
published on Tuesday morning. Now 
for a full report, condensed in as short 
a space as I can, omitting as much as 
ossible what has already been pub- 
ished. (Maley can prove all I write, 
as he was present from the first till the 
shot was fired.) I should not have 
asked this Seaver to fill the grave, 
knowing he was always surly, though 
an excellent workman, but as walked 
up the avenue to his house I thought 
surely he will not object to the filling 
of a grave—only a few minutes’ work. 
I had, to my knowledge, but Seaver, | 
Maley anda black man on the ground, 
and it takes three or four men to filla 
grave. I walked tothe.door. ‘Seaver 
and Maley were sitting in their SHIRT 
SLEEVES at an open window with their 
HATS off, talking. I said: ‘* Maley 
and Seaver (or Seaver and Maley), I 
want you to fill uF agrave at 5o’clock.’’ 
Maley said ‘All right, sir.’”’ Seaver 


friend.’’ I at once said “ If you can’t 
stay and fill it up, I will step a day 
out of your month’s wages.”’ He then 
said he never was hired to work Sun- 
days. I said every man on the place 
KNOWS that when he was called on to 
work on Sunday it was expected he 
would do it. (This man never refused to 
work Sunday before.)--He then said 
that he had worked on Sundays, and. 
I got the pay from the company for 
@im and put it in my own pocket. 
This made me mad, and I said, raising 
my hand, ** You shall leave this house 
to-morrow morning, sir.’”’ I immedi- 
ately walked to the bridge next the 
lake which we are constructing, Maley 
beside me, and were going to the black 
man’s house to get him todig the 
grave. Just as we had got over the 
bridge we heard some one calling. 
We both turned round and looked 
back. Seaver shouted ** Wait a min- 
ute; I have something to say to you.”’ 
He now had on a long LINEN DUSTER 
anda dlack slouched hat. He ran in 
a swinging it, looking towards the 
ground, and did not raise his head 
until he came within a yard of me. 
I thought he was going ,to town and 
wanted to say something, little dream- 
ing he would strike me. Suddenly 
he doubled up his fists and made to 
strike me in the face, / stidl facing hin. 
Neifher Maley nor 1 were armed; we 
did not even in our hanas. 
Maley at once jumped in between us. 
Tam a nervous, excitable man, BUT NO, 
‘COWARD. The suddenness of the thing 
confounded me, and looked on for 
four or five minutes to the tumbling, 
when, if I wanted, I could have been pt 
the other end of the Cemetery before 
he shook off Maley the third time. I 
saw from the TUSSELING THAT HE DID 
NOT WANT TO HURT MALEY IN THE 
LEAST; he only wanted to get him out 
of the way to get atme. Isaw at last 
Maley getting tired, and Seaver get- 
ting savage, then my thoughts gota 
little collected and looked around. 
I saw then two men with white linen 
coats (I wish I knew their names, as 
they must have seen it all) on the hill 
up towards the car stable. I shoyted 
and ran towards them through our 
nursery ground. It must have been 
that shout the poor man that was 
killed heard, He, I suspect, was lying 
on his bed, which I knew he hada 
habit of doing Sundays when he was 
home. The men on the hill stood still’ 
looking towards me. The first- thing 
I knew was the shot behind me. This 
young man Dougherty must have run 
down, as is already reported. Seaver 
never could have caught me, had 
Dougherty not run down, as at the 
time of the shot I had thirty yards 
start of him, and could beat him run- 
ning; but think in case Dougherty 
had not come down, when he found 
me out of his reach, he being so wild 
with rage, might have turned back 
and shot Maley for interfering. It is 
whispered around J acted a cowardly 
part. -What could I do, without even 
a stick in my hand, or time to get one? 
But no man that lived in the county 
Zipperary, Ireland, which I did for 
fwenty-three years, is lékely to be a cow- 
ard. When I got to the station-house 
the officer said WHY DID I NoT SHOOT 
HIM DOWN WITH A SHOT-GUN? My 
shot-gun was 4 quarter of a mile away 
at my house. In conelusion, concern- 
ing the escape of the assassin, I haye 
a few words tosay. When the crowd 
came up, I only saw one man witha 
pisto]. (i forget to say Seaver’s pis- 
tol must have been yery small, as I 
neversaw it, Zhat is thé first pietol he 
had.) ‘The crowd ran well in the open | 
round over to Seaver’s house, while 
was attending to Dougherty, They 
saw the woman; they did not knoi she 
was Seaver’s wife.

ELECTION PRECINCTS. 


Editors Appeal: As the Radicals:ap- 
pear terribly exercised in regard to 
the voting places designated by J. P. 
Boughner, Commissioner of Registra- 
tion, in his election notice furnishéd 
by him, [ propose, by your permis- 
sion, for their benefit and that of other 
inquirers, to give a brief of the acts of 
the Legisiature and of the County 

Jommissioners on’ the subject, with 
my views thereon: 

Section third of the act passed 
March 9, 1867, authorized the Sheriff 
or Registrar of Shelby county to open 
polls in each ward of the city of Mem- 
phis, ete. 


Section first of an act passed Dec. 16, 


the benefit of a Confederate memorial | 1867, authorized. the County Comunis- 
fund, or some such object, at which — 


not otherwise provided—forty days 
after the adjournment of the Legisla- 
ture, which was on the Ist day of 
March, 1869, or thereabouts. 

Section first of the act passed March 
9, 1868, authorized the County Com- 
missioners to designate one additional 
voting place in the Ist, 2d, 3d, 4th, 
5th, 6th, Sth and 9th wards it thought 
necessary. This act did not take ef- 
fect until put into operation by a spe- 
cial act passed January 23, 1560. In 
this provision you will see the Seventh 
and ‘Tenth wards are excepted. 

Now, having given you the acts of 
the Legislature, I. will give you the 
acts of the County Commissioners in 
the premises. 

Section 837 of the code provides that 
the County Court, at least six months 
before the election, shall designate the 
places for holding elections, and shall 
have the same entered of record. 

Section 838 makes the Courthouse of 
the county always a voting place. 

The County Commissioners, over 
anxious to provide facilities for illegal 
colored voting, did, on the 6th day of 
March, 1868, (three days before the 
act of the Legislature to which 
they there refer, was passed), desig- 
nated and established in each ward, 
two voting places, and the Commis- 
sioner of Registration, under this or- 
der, held the election in two places on 
the 7th day of March, 1868, in each 
ward of the city.. This was a plain 
violation oflaw by the Commissioners, 
who designated the additional places 
three days before the act was entered 
on the Statute Book, and by the Cgm- 
missioner of Registration, who held 
the election at ten places in the city, 
without any legal authority what- 
ever. It will be remembered that the 
act of March 9, 156s, never went into 
eilect until the 23d January, 1869, and 
then by special act of the Legislature, 
when it was sought to cover * the 
illegal acts of the Registrar, by at- 


March 9, 1868, shall have effect from 
and after its passage. This is ex post 
facto and void. to that extent, and 
if valid, could only extend back 
to the 9th of March, 1868, and 
could not cure or legalize’ the 
action of the Board on 
of March, 1868, and the Registrar on 
the 7th March, 1868. 
October, 1868, the Comunissioners 
designated one voting place in cach 
ward, under the act of March 9, 1567, 
and day designated one 
additional voting place in the Ist, 3d, 


December 16, 1867, which places have 
been adopted by Mr. Boughner, and 
as the Commissioners have designated 
no other since the 238d day of January, 
1269, which authorized them so to do 
if they thought necessary. The 
election cannot be held according to 
law at any other than these published. 
It is now too late for places to be desig- 
nated by the Commissioners to be used 
at this election, as section: 837 above 
quoted, requires the same done 
six months prior to -the election. 
By astrict and, [ maintain, a proper 
construction of the law, the Registrar 
has no legal authority to open and 
hold the election at but one polbin 
each ward. That the act of Decem- 
ber 16, 1867, did not go into effect un- 
til forty days afier the adjournment on 
the Ist of March, 1869, since which 
time six months have not elapsed. 
And I would recommend to the Com- 
missioner of Registration that he 
withdraw his notice of the election at 
the extra polls in the first, third, fifth 
and seventh wards, and conduct the 
whole election in strict conformity to 
law, and allow the enemy no excuse 
for complaining and contesting. It is 
understood that the colored voters, 
stimulated by bad men who see the 
sceptre is certainly passing away from 
them, ase threatening trouble on elee- 
tion day, because they cannot be al- 
lowed to congregate around hidden 
polls and practice the grossest of 
frauds upon the ballot-box as hereto- 
fore, I wouid say to them all de gee 
CITIZEN.

All we know is 
that the western division in 1865-6 up 
to November 1, under his manage- 
ment made a handsome net profit of 
some thirty-two thousand dollars; and 
we also know that thus far in 1869, 
under his management, it-has hardiy 
paid expenses: - In either case, Mr. 
Brinkley has not and was not ex- 
pester to attend to the details of the 
but committed that tq oth- 
ers, and upon having a reliable offer 
fof twenty-five hundred per month 
clear profit, he perhaps may be ex- 
chsed for accepting it. It-.says that 
the people of Memphis and Arkansas 
are disgusted that Memphis has made 
liberal donation. Wewould ask what 
individuals have done outside the city 
subscription? Whathas Mr. Brinkley 
had to do with it until Arkansas put 
her shoulder to the wheel? How was 
Mr. Brinkley sustained when—two 
years ago he called upon the citizens 
to aid him, they subscribed to a few 
bonds of the road, onjy 4 partion of 
which wereeyer paid up. As tothe 
disgust of the people of Arkansas, the 
only disgust they feel is for the peaple 
of Memphis, that they lay down sa 
important an enterprise and allowed 
it to lay dormant so many years, <Ar- 
kansas, as soon as she was able, has 
picked up what Memphis laid down, 
and provided the means to push the 
enterprise forward to suecessfal com- 
pletion;-and she will complete the 
work and have a hand inthe manage- 
ment of ‘its affairs notwithstanding 
and in spite ef all croakers.” When 
the people of Arkansas want Mr. 
Brinkley fo resign they will’ give un: 
mistakablé évidencé themselves, and 
not depend upon promptings from in- 
terested parties in Memphis.
